tween 15 and)\20 girl inmates are 
believed to haye perished in a fire 
tonight which destroyed the Hope 
Development School for subnormal 
girls at Playa Del Rey, , near here. 

Nineteen of ‘the ‘achool’s 39 in- 
mates have been remoyed to a hos- 


pital at Venice, 10 and a half 


miles north, injured by the flames 
or from jumping from the second 


floor of the three-story building. 

Six firemen from eVnice station, 
hurled to a telephone pole by high 
tension wires during the course of 
the fire also have been removed to 


the Venice hospital- 
When the blaze was discovered 
inmates of the school had been in 


their beds in the dormitory only a 
short time. Many jumped from the 
windows at the first alarm. Origin 
of the biaze had not been deter- 
mined late tonight. Mairons and 
officials conducting 4 check have 
been unable to account for 20 of 
the girls. The inmates range in 


age from le few years to late in.

All the parties concerned are members of 


The youthful murderers say they planned the deed lant. 
November, working out every detail until they thought they had 
established an airtight alibi and there would be no slip in their 


scheme. 

The youths, the police 
went about preparations for their 
deed by registering at hotels under 
fictitious names, establishing bank 
accounts under assumed names in 
small banks in nearby cities and 
rehearsing the actual detalis of 
their plan. -At a hotel where a 
youth believed to have been Loeb 
registered under an assumed name 
a few weeks ago, the police found 
a book left by him on the subject 
of the influence of wealth in an. 
cient Rome. 

Their motive was two-fold. Both 
are members of the “inteligentzia” 
at the University of Chicago, scorn- 
ing all conventions and all laws 
but their own. Both were investi- 
gators into medieval sex psychol- 
ogy, and Leopold, particularly, had 


“gone so far in this study that4At hat 


become an obsession. The mur- 
derers desired to note the reactions, 
sexual, mental and physical, of a 
human being dying under certain 
conditions, In additéon, they 
wanted the $10,000 ransom that 
they had demanded, although both 
have always been liberally sup- 
plied with funds. Young Leopold 
had an allowance of $125 a month, 
aside from all his expenses, the up- 
keep of his cars and other itema, 
and young Loeb was given a large 
expense account. 
Dragged Boy Into Auto. 

Going into details of the crime, 
they said they picked up the 
Franks boy, late Wednesday after- 
noon, May 2, on his way home from 
the Harvard School, an exclusive 
private institution, dragged him 
into an automobile and struck him 
over the head with a chisel, 
wrapped in tape. This chisel wes 
found ‘yesterday by a janitor, and 
proved an important clew In solv- 
ing the mystery. The blows on his 
head silenced Franks. but the mur- 
derers stuffed a rag into his mouth 
and wrapped their victim fn a robe, 
as a precaution against any out- 
cries that he might make on his 
recovering consciousnes., 

They admit they set out delib- 
erately to kill the boy—and they 
did. The gag.in his mouth choked 
him to death. They knew he was 
dead five minutes after they had 
him in the car, but this did not 
worry them. They had intended to 
till him in all events, but not until 
they had subjected him to some 
wierd experiments. Later, if the 
gue had not killed him, they in- 
tended to finish him with ether.

He was 
considered the brightest man in 
the University of Chicago. He 
graduated a year ago, at 18 years, 
with a Ph. B. degree. He absorbed 
occult studies easily. Such sub- 
jects as férmed the curriculum in 
the Liberal Arts, he mastered with 
little effort. He studied 10 lan- 
ruages apd is familiar enough with 
seven to, speak,and write them, He 
is a good Greek and Latinist. On 
top of this he is a brilliant law 
student.

Great pride had been tuken in the 
remarkable. scholastic achieve- 
ments of Leopold and Loeb, par- 
ticularly Leopold, who -is an au- 
thority on arnithology and. other 
subjects. Both the murderers at- 
tended the select Harvard School, 
from which the Franks boy was 
kidnaped. . Both Rad attended the 
University of Michigan. Leopold 
was in the Unive-s'ty of Michigan 
but one year, bw’ ' established a 
reputation for wu nal brilliancy, 
but was considered ‘queer,” a 
genius undoubtedly, but with a 
warped bv 
perverted strains. Loeb attended 
the University of Michigan two 
years and then joined Leopold ‘in 
the University of Chicago. 

The startling discoveries in this 
case, it is believed, will cause the 
authorities of universities every- 
where to investigate closely the 
growth of radicad societies and in- 
telligentsia cults among students. 
There recently has been a marked 
outbreak of these persons in cer- 
tain universities. Radicals, espe- 
cially, have been asserting them- 
selves at the University of Chicago, 
and parents of qtudents are anx- 
ious to know to what extent moral 
obliquities and peculiar psycholog- 
ical ideas, developed under these 
conditions, are influencing the 
ethics and conduct in the institu- 
tions that are supposed to repre- 
sent the best in Americanism. 

‘“That’s a Iie,” Says Father. 

When informed that his son had 
confessed the murder of Franks, 
Nathan Leopold, Sr., declared there 
was no truth in the confession. 

After the shock of the news had 
worn away, Leopold said, “That's a 
lie. That boy cannot be guilty. 
I am not ready to discuss the case 
at this time, but I am sure that 
the boys never harmed the Franks 
child. It cannot be true.” Leo- 
pold immediately summoned his 
personal attorney, Benjamin) Bach- 
rach, and departed for the State’s 
Attorney’s office. “I intend to 
learn about this matter,” he said. 

Picking up Albert H. Loeb, fa- 
ther of the other boy, they arrived 
a few minutes later at the Crim- 
inal Court building, and immedi- 
ately went into eonference with

Richard Loeb had confessed. Er- 
nest Loeb, an older brother of the 
prisoner, received the news of the 
boy’s alleged confession.

“We know exactly where 
Dick was every hour of this par- 
ticular Wednesday and he could not 
have done the thing the police are 
charging him with.” 

Prompt Prosecution weeieene:

$16,000 In Rewards Offered. 


Rewards totaling $16,000 were 
offered for information leading to 
the identity of the slayers. Ihe pe- 
lice, officials from the State's At- 
torney’s office and newspaner re- 
porters who found clews, all were 
wondering tonight who would share 
in them. The boy’s father offered 
$5000, each of the two morning 
newspapers offered $5000 ‘or ex- 
clusive information as to the ijen- 
tity-of the slayers, and Chief of Po- 
lice Collins offered $1000. 


Leopold and Loeb were quartered 
tonight in an outlying hotel, each 
occupying separate rooms and each 
under police guard. The police Said 
they feared that the youths mfght 
attempt suicide and would keep 
them under surveillance at all 
times. State’s Attorney Crowe had 
Only a brief statement to make twv- 
night when he wound up almost 
48 hours of continuous investiga- 
tion. ~ 

“IT have a hanging case and I 
would be willing to submit it to a 
jury tomorrow,” he said. 

He added that the separate con- 
fessions of the boys agreed in every 
detail, except that each accused the 
other of striking young Franks 


The chief clews on which the 
police had to work were the zylo- 
nite toric glasses found near the 
body of young Franks and the ex- 
tortion letter demanding $10,000 
ransom. 

The glasses, peculiar in the nar- 
rowness of the temples but other- 
wise very common among students 
and men who use their eyes a 
great deal, were traced to Leopold 
through Almer Coe & Co. 


By having the shell rims of the 
glasses closely examined, the police 
found that they were made of zy- 
lonite. A trace of theif manufac- 
ture proved that they had been 
made by Bobrow Optical Co., 
Brooklyn, N. Y. It was fufther 
proved that the glasses had hinges 
on them which were patented by 
the Bobrow company. 


Trace of the Bobrow business in 
Chicago brought out the fact that 
Almber Coe & Co. were‘ the only’ 
agents of the company. This, cou- 
pled with the fact that such glasses 
had not been manufactured for 
more than a year, made the task of 
tracing’ them seem comparatively 
easy. 

However, when Almer Coe & Co 
began to search their records thé: 
found there- were 3000 prescrip- 
tions which had been filled and in 
which zylonite rims had been used 
since their adoption. 


Prisoners Arrested Together. 

Undaunted, however, the Almer 
Coe experts began the task of care- 
fully checking each prescription. As 
a-result on Thursday at noon they 
reported to the State's Attorney: 

‘The glasses were purchased by 
Nathan Leopold Jr., 4854 Green- 
wood avenue, a student at the Uni-

When police went to arrest young 
Leopold, ey found him in come 
pany of Loeb. Both were taken to 
the State’s Attorney's office. 

Investigation into the lives of 
Loeb and Leopold brought to the 
police attention that Leopold had a 
decidedly judicial turn of mind. He 
was just finishing his firat year in 
criminal law at the University of 
Chicago. 

Lawyers and jurists who read the 
letter all concluded that the man 
who wrote the extortion letter had 
a legal education, This was be- 
cause of the decidedly legal phras- 
ing of the epistle.

Dear Sir: As you no doubt 
know by this time that your son 
has been kidnaped. Allow us to 
assure you that he is at present 
well and safe. You need fear no 
physical harm for him, provided 
you live up carefully to the fol- 
lowing instructions, and such 
others as you will receive by fu- 
ture communications. Should 
you, however, disobey any of our 
instructions even slightly, his 
death will be the penalty. 

1. for .obvious reasons make 
absolutely no .attempt to com- 
‘municate with either the police 
authorities, or any private agen- 
cy. Should you already have 
communicated with the police 
allow them to continue their in- 
vestigations, but do not mention 
this letter. 

2. Secure before noon today 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000). 
This money must be composed 
entirely of old bills of the fol- 
lowing denominations: $2000 in 
twenty-dollar bills, $8000 in fif- 
ty-dollar bills. The money must 
be old. Any attgmpt to include 
new or marked bills will render 
the entire venture futile. 


8. The money should be placed 
in a large cigar box, or if this is 
impossible, in a heavy cardboard 
box, securely closed and wrapped 
in white paper. The wrapping 
paper should be sealed at all 
opening with sealing wax. 

4. Have the money with you 
prepared as directed above, and 
remain at home after 1 o'clock 
p.m.

The twist he gave the “s” and the

Loeb Confessed He Purchased Chisel 
And Leopold Bought Acid and Ether 


Announcement of the confes- 
sions after the all-night grilling of 
the youths was electrical. Weary- 
eyed reporters and photographers 
were in the corridors of the Crim- 
inal Court building when the 
State’s Attorney walked out of his 
office and eaid: 

‘The Robert Franks murder is 

The murderers are in cus- 


Immediately “afterward he said 
he would prefer charges of murder 
against Leopold and Loeb. 

“Loeb confessed that he pur- 
chased the chisel with which to 
beat Franks to déath, while Leo- 
pold confessed he bought the hy- 
drochloric acid and ether,” State’s 
Attorney Crowe said, “and both 
told of going to the “Rent-a-Car” 
Co. on Michigan avenue, where, 
under assumed names, they hired a 
Willys-Knight touring car exactly 
like Leopold’s own car with which 
to conduct the kidnaping and mur- 
adefY « . 

“The murder was committed ‘n 
a spirit of adventure and for the 
$10,000 ransom they hoped to col-_ 
lect,””’ Crowe continued. “It was 
planned nine months ago, and Leo- 
pold calmly said the first intention 
was to kill young Franks. There 
was no accident in his death. He 
was beaten with a chisel, strangled 
and then an attempt was made to 
diefigure him with acid.” 


Considered Kidnaping Others. 

Crowe announced that the boys 
had confessed that they had consid- 
ered kidnaping a relative of Julius 
Rosenwald, multimillionaire prest- 
dent of Sears, Roebuck & Co., an1 
an intimate friend of both the Levu- 
pold and Loeb families. They aiso 
had considered stealing boys named 
Levinson and Junie Harris. 

The. detection came chiefly 
through the identification of Leo- 
pold’s glasses, found near the 
Franks body, the similarity of 
handwriting. of Leopold and the 
person who addressed the extortion 
letter to Jacob Franks, the victim's 
father, and the Leopold chauffeur's 
story that Leopold did not use his 
car the night of the murdér, thus 
shattering the ‘“‘gin’’ party alibL 

Another factor was the finding 
of a letter signed “Babe” among 
Leopold's papers. It was revealed 
to be a letter from Leopold to Loeb 
and contained references to con- 
troversy between the two educated, 
wealthy youths that reached the 
point where Leopold informed 
Loeb that he was determined “eli- 
ther to break friendship with you 
or kill you.” 

Because Loeb made certain ex- 
planations, Leopold gave up the 
plan of killing him, the letter re- 
veals. The communication was un- 
dated. It contained veiled refer- 


ences that might pertain to the 
Franks murder or to a quarrel over 
the intimate personal relations be- 
tween the two youths. 

In detailing the crime, the young 
collegians said they had burned 
Franks’ clothing and buried 
his shoes. They promised to lead 
the police to where the shoes are 
buried. The police also will sift 
ashes for buttons, belt buckle and 
other tell-tale pieces which may 
have outlived the fire.

Standard of Orthodoxy. 

“We havé utterly failed to draw 
| from the cburt a statement of any 
_standard of orthodoxy; but this 
failure is our greatest triumph, 
because it was our contention from 
the outset that it could not be done 
We were told only that the doc. 
trine is contained, though not for- 
mulated, in the prayerbook, in the 
creeds and in the Scriptures. So 
doubtless it is contained in the dic- 
tionary. Had they assumed to for- 
mulate it we would still ask: ‘What 
is the unalterable and immutable 
mental content which the words 
must symbolize for all men and for 
all time?’ 

“Judged by literalism, I am 2 
100-per-cent heretic. By the same 
standards no Bishop of this church 
is 100-per-cent orthodox. The court, 
of course, failed to inform us 
what degree cf deviation from lit- 
eral orthodoxy is permitited for 
membership in the House of Bish- 
ops. The inference is that one may 
be very liberal so long as. no Bishop 
is shocked thereby. 

“But every new thought is shock- 
ing; and-so long as the church as- 
sumes to set limite to human 
thinking, it must exhaust its time 
and energies hunting heretics in- 
stead of ministering to the needs 
and aspirations of mankind. 

“Of course, the bishops did ~- not 
know.why they refused to define 
these limits. But I understood per- 
fectly well, that it-was because in’ 
the nature of things it could not 
be done. I wanted to make them 
and the public see that and to 
have them become more tolerant 
in consequence thereof. 

“Uitimate Heresy Trial.” 

“This has been the ultimate her- 
esy trial of history because this 
fundamental issue has for the first 
time been raised. My dear breth- 
ren have been obsessed with the 
assumption that there muse be some

man to abdicate his intellect. It 
demands a religion that does not 
place an impossible tax upon its 
credulity. This generation will not 
commit intellectual sufcide. If thie 
church can meet that demand, our 
temples will be thronged with the 
eager feet of worshipers. Refuse 
it, and our temples will become 
mausoleums, and the dust of obliv- 
ion will quietly settle upon the al- 
tars of a dead God that shriveled 
and faded under the calm light of 
science.

Blackened Eyes and Bruised 
Nose Evidence of Beating 
That Preceded Shooting 
After Fishing Party. ~— 


Mrs. Kathryn Kearney, 84-year- 
old artists’ model, in City Hospital 
with a serious gunshot wound in 
the abdomen, which, she says, was 
inflicted by Claude M. Morris, 2, 
whom she shot to death, exhibits a 
pair of blackened eyes and a 
bruised nose as proof he struck 
her. 


“He was a good boy, but very 
stubborn,” she says of: Morris. As 
to the quarrel which preceded the 
: shooting, Mrs. ‘Kearney asserts it 
‘@tarted when she advised Morris 
to spend more time with his wife 

and child and less with another 
woman, not herself. She refused 
to’divulge the name of this wom- 
an. 

Mrs. Kéarney, a widow, has been 
‘employed for several years at the 
Washington University School of 
Art as a model in the life classes,

downtown apparel stores. She did 
not return to the art school this 
‘year, but sent other models in- 
stead. A young woman model and 
‘two young men art students shared 
her suite in the Alice Apartments, 

1143-55 Union boulevard. 

‘ Four In Fishing Party. 

Mrs. Kearney says she had known 
Morris for three years and, being 
older than he, often advised him 
about various matters. He ac- 
cepted the advice in good spirit 
ang they remained friends, fre- 
quently going on fishing trips. 
Early Decoration Day Morris 
left his homé in his expensive tour- 
ing car, saying he was going on a 
fishing trip to Spanish Lake with 
n friend, Angelo Rivolta, of 4470A 
-Finney avenue. 
/however, that Mrs. Kearney went 
in Morris’ car and her roommate, 
Miss Dorothy Berger, 27, in Ri- 
volta’s car. The party of four 
hired boats and fished all day. 

Returning home about midnight, 
Mrs. Kearney says she referred to 
the “other woman” and Morris. 
who was driving, struct her on the 
nose. She kicked back, but failed 
to hurt him as she was wearing 
rubberasoled tennis shoes. 


Grappled for Revolver. 

Parking the two automobiles 
Outside, the party adjourned to 
Mrs. Kearney’s apartment. Here, 
she says, Morris struck ‘and black- 
ened one of her. eyes, whereupon 
she declared, “You hit me again 
and I” shoot you.” 

‘He did strike her again, accord- 
ing to her story, and then they 
Srappled for a 38 caliber re- 
volver which she had taken from 
a drawer. She says he shot her 
and she regained the revolver and 
shot him. When police arrived at 
12:45 a: m., Morris was dead on 
the kitchen floor, with four bu)l- 
let wounds in His chest, back and

Lays Down Hard Conditions. 

Certainly, this letter squints 
strongly in the direction of an in- 
dependent candidacy by La Fol- 
lette. “Truly progressive princi- 
ples” has a different connotation 
to La Follette than to any of thosé 
who are likely to be in control at 
the New York. and Cleveland con- 
ventions.

Case of Salvatore Catanza- 
ra, 42, Sixth Instance of 
Violence at Place Within 
Six Months. 


BRUISES FOUND | 
BY MAN’S BROTHER 


Blows Believed to Have 
Been Inflicted With Strap 
—Attendants, Unable to 
Explain, Discharged. 


Another case of violence on the 
part of attendants at City Sanitar- 
ium—the sixth instance of miscon- 
duct there to come to public notice 
within six months—was disclosed 
yesterday. It is the case of Salva- 
tore Catanzara, 42 years old, an 
insane patient since last October, 
who it is believed was beaten with 
a strap. 

Catanzara’s brother, ‘Tony Catan- 
zara, of 6538 Easton avenue, dis- 
covered bruises on the man’s back 
last Sunday and complained to Dr. 
Cc. H. Shumaker, superintendent, 
who sald yesterday that he had dis-,' 
charged two attendants because 
they either would not or could not 
explain how the patient was in- 
jured. 

27 Bruises Found. 

Tony Catanzara told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he visited his bro- 
ther a week ago Friday and ob- 
served that he was very stiff and 
had difficulty in sitting in a chair. 
Sunday he returned, with another 
brother, and examined-the patient 
to find about 27 bruises extending 
from his neck to his heels, which 
appeared to have been inflicted 
with a strap. An attendant told 
him his brother fell out of bed, 
so he complained tothe superin- 
tendent. 

Dr. C. H. Burdick, assistant sup- 
erintendent, was assigned to in- 
vestigate, Dr. Shumaker said to- 
day. An examination disclosed 
what appeared to be two or three 
bruises inflicted by blows of a 
strap. The two night attendants 
on duty week before last were 
questioned, and when they de- 
clared they did not know how the 
bruises were inflicted, Dr. Shu- 
maker ordered them discharged 
Free for inefficiency. 

Five Other Cases. 

Since last November five other 
cases of violence or harmful blun- 
dering, four of which resulted in 
death, have been tmvestigated. At- 
tendants have been indicted for as- 
sault by the grand jury, but none 
has been convicted. 

Dr. Shumaker asserts he is tak- 
ing every precaution to see that pa- 
tients are kindly treated and pro- 
fesses eagerness to investigate any 
romplaints. In the Catanzara case, 
there is no evidence to warrant 
criminal charges against any par- 
ticular guards, so he contends the 
most he could do was to discharge 
the men who were supposed to see 
that the patient was cared for. 

Catanzara at one tirnie was well- 
todo. He was in the importing 
business for years but reverses 
came with the World War which 
left him penniless. His insanity 
showed in a tendency to steal an- 
tiques an dart objects from loca] 
hotels and the Art Museum, which 
he stored in his flat at 1141A Wal- 
ton avenue. He was arrested leav- 
ing the Chase Hotel lobby at noon 
one day with a valuable Jtalian 
chair in his arms. 

On the day he was ordered to the 
sanitarium, Oct. 11, his wife, The- 
resa, was killed by an automobile 


work. 


Grand Jury Finds No Evidence of 
Improper Treatment at Sanitarium. 

The April grand jury, in its final 
report yesterday, commented on 
conditions at the City’ Sanitarium 
as follows: 

“A committee of this grand jury 
vistted- the City Sanitarium and 
happened to arrive at meal time, 
and were agreeably surprised at 
the excellent quality and quantity 
of the food served, complaints to 
the contrary notwithstanding. -All 
wards were visited and we fee! that 
the inmates are receiving such 
treatment as needed according to 
the condition of the patient, and 
there was no evidencs of fnproper 
treatment of the inmates by the 
attendants. 

“We investigated the charges 
made by the press relative to the 
abuse of patients and find that the 
evidence cannot be substantiated. | 
Every atten@ant is instructed to 
use nothing But kindness and gen- 
tleness in the handling of patients 
and the penalty for violation of 
this rule is immediate dismissal. 

‘It is a difficult matter to se- 
cure high type attendants, partic- 
ularly in the male hall, on account 
of the small remuneration, but we 
are convinced that the supervisory 
officers of this institution are ad- 
ministering its affairs in a most 
efficient manner. 

“We found this institutton de- 
plorably overcrowded and it is per- 
fectly evident that steps must be 

taken to relieve the congested ait 
wation. 

“We recommend that the city 
erect quarters to house the super- 
vising officers, the medical staff 
and the attendants, which would

IOWA CITY, Ia., May 31.—Three 
world’s records were shattered in 
the Midwestern A. A. U. tryouts 
for the Olympics, in which: track 
and field athletes from Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, Nebraska 
and Iowa participated here today. 

E. C. Wilson, University of Iowa, 
broke two of the records, running 
the 400-meter run in 481-10 gec- 
onds. The former record was made 
by Reldpath, United States, in 
1921. Wilson clipped the 200-me- 
ter run in 211-10 seconds, break- 
ing the record made by Charles 
Paddock in 1921. He cut one-tenth 
of a second from the record in 
each of these events. 

Charles L. Brookins, University 
of Iowa, was forced into third place 
in the 400-meter hurdles event, 
which was won by Coulter of the 
University of Iowa. The time was 
53 2-10 seconds, eight-tenths of a 
second less than that made by 
Loomis in 1920 in this event.

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AN AMAZING CRIME. 

Of all the amazing crimes concocted in the 
dark recesses of the perverted human mind, none 
exceeds in incredibility that disclosed by the con- 
fession of Nathan E. Leopold Jr. and Richard 
Loeb, two Chicago students, that they killed 
Robert Franks, the 14-year‘old son of a Chicago 
millionairé. Beth of the confessed murderers are 
sons of millionaires. 

The confessions were obtained after a grilling 
by the police, who had obtained circumstantial 
evidence pointing to the guilt of the two young 
men. The motives given in the confession were 
ransom, adventure and thrills. What is back 
of the crime cannot be fully determined without 
further evidence, but circumstances indicate a 
combination of ruthless criminality and baseness 
on the part of the éonfessed criminals that is 
beyond belief. 

Assuming the truth of the confession, there 
has been given out so far no sufficient motive, 
and no extenuating circumstances. Both the young 
men aré university graduates engaged in special 
post-graduate studies. They are sons of rich 
men, without need of means to gratify any reason- 
able desires. There was nothing in their known 
conduct, environment or associations that would 
arouse or stimulate criminal tendencies. There 
were, to be sure, hints of criminal’ acts in dealing 
with the boy, and in the special studies of one 
of the students there was evidence that points to 
darker motives than those disclosed. The mere 
fact announced by the Chicago prosecutor that 
the crime was committed by educated roung men 
of the class and position in society of the two 
confessed murderers makes a case of extraordinary 
type. 

Recent criminal annals have been replete with 
unusual crimes of violence and baseness in al! 
social grades. One wonders what vicious yeast 
is working in modern human society, particularly 
in America. What are the primal causes? What 
are the conditions that make for these offenses? 
These are questions which call for serious study 
by experts in several lines—law, sociology, psy- 
chology. 

Many of the crimes remain mysteries. The 
Margulis case here in St. Louis -t a notable in- 
stance among others. The conclusion of the 
Franks case reflects credit upon the Chicago po- 
lice. The Bauer case in New York is another in- 
stance of good police work. It is of the greatest 
importance that the solution of all such crimes 
be found, not only that the criminals may be pun- 
ished, but that the conditions and causes, motives 
and methods may be disclosed.

J ortense of Eugene O'Neill's “All 
God’s Childun Got Wings” 
should turn out to be dullness. It 
was certainly advertised in advance 
as being exciting, even though in- 
judicious. The hope that its first 
night would pass without some 
public defnonstration was extremc- 
ly dim. But there was no demon- 
tration either for or against it, and 
at the close of its first performance 
we decided that if a riot had been 
scheduled. somebody wouli have 
had to go and. wake up all the 
rioters to have them on ‘hand for 
the signal. 

For one thing. all the things 
which sounded so horrifying in 
prospect were not even horrifying 
when they came to pass. They just 
weren't anything. The only really 
shocking thing in the O'Neill play 
was the notion, somewhat indi- 
rectly put forth, that miscegena- 
tion was a little more acceptable 
ff the finest of one race married 
the most bedragglied of the other. 
But though this notion did obtrude 
itself from time to time it did not 
really belong in ghe play, because 
as a matter of gfe nothing of- the 


race conflict or any kind belonged 
in the play. It was a play about a 
man and an insane woman mar- 
ried to each other. For quite sOéme 
scenes it appeared that the color 
clash was going to be the pith of 
the play, but nothing came of it. 
The negro man married the white 
woman, but they left the play by 
way of the altar steps and never 
came back to it till five years later, 
when the woman had lost what lit- 
tle mind she ever had. The pair 
had spent those five years in Paris. 
They went there on the theory that 
a mixed marriage would not meet 
vith so much community opposi- 
tion, as it would at home.. When 
they came back it appeared from a 
smattering of conversation that the 
theory had been sound. At least, 
it they had any trouble it was 

ever mentioned. If O'Neill meant 
e say that the mere fact of the 
mixed marriage, undisturbed by 
the neighbors, would unhinge a 
woman's mind he would then have 
to go on and say that it was pri- 
foarily a study not of color com- 
binations but of a weak-minded 
woman.

ROAD CONSTRUCTION IN 
MISSOURI OZARKS TESTS 
RESOURCES OF ENGI 


Cuts 25 Feet Deep, Retaining Walls 20 Feet 
High, Grading Costing Over $40,000 a Mile, — 
On St. Louis-Springfield-] oplin Highway.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 31.— 


Road building in the Missouri 


Ozarks is providing the Highway 
VWepartment with some of its heav- 
lest construction problems in cut- 
ting roads of the State highway 
system through the hills, to attain 
reasonable grades without piling 
up mileage in detours around the 
ridges. 

A notable illustration is on the 
St. Louis-Springfield-Joplin primary 
road, known as Route 14, on which 
three stretches of road, slightly 
more than nine miles in length, are 
being graded through the hills at 
an expenditure of £393,238, inclu4d- 
ing the cost of four bridges: The 
three projects are in Phelps and 
Pulaski Counties. 

When these three stretches are 
paved with concrete, as is t» be 
done ultimately, the cost of the 
nine miles of road will be apprvxi- 
mately $650,000, including bridges. 

These projects constitute the 
heaviest construction work on roads 
now in progress in Missouri, ac- 
cording to department engineers. 
In this connection, more than $1,- 
000,000 in grading and bridge work 
is in progress, or has been recently 
completed on route No. 14, between 
Rolla and Lebanon. 

Cuts 25 Feet Deep. 

At points on the projecis -the 
grading work is being pushed 
straight through hills, with cuts of 
18 to 25 feet in depth for the 34- 
foot roadway. At one place in Pu- 
laski County, the road is being cut 
into the side of a hill at depths 
ranging up to 30 feet. at the inner 


edge of the road, and stone retain- 
ing walls from 4 to 20 feet in height 
are being bullt to hold the nese x 
edge of the road. 


On one 3.16-mile stretch of grad- 
ing near Arlington, in Phelps Coun- 
ty, about 12 miles southwest of 
Rolla, the contract calls for exta- 
vation of approximately 63,000 cu- 
bic yards of earth and stone, aver-_ 


age of about e ,000 cubi¢ yards a. 
mile. 


Road work Batu xcavation 
of 5000 cubic yards a mile is con- 
yjsidered heavy grading by depart- 
ment engineers. 

The} grading work for the 3.16 
miles will cost $86,334. Work was 
started May 15, 1923. In connec- — 
tion with this stretch of grading, 
bridges are being built over the 
Little Piney River and a 
creek at a cost of $83,367. An over- 
head crossing over tracks of the 
Frisco Railroad will cost $3550,

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Colorado Builds Road 
On Old Railroad Grade 


Midland Highway, 221 Miles Long, Traverses 
Heart of Rockies—Will Be Opened to 
Traffic on July 1. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, | 
DENVER, May 31.—A new mo- 
tor highway in Colorado is to be 
opened for motor traffic is an- 
nounced for July 1. It is con- 
structed for its length of 221 miles 
over the old roadbed of the Colo- 
rado Midiand Raliroad, which ran 
from Colorado Springs to Glen- 
wood Springs. In August, 1918, 
the railroad ceased to exist. °

JEFFERSON CITY, May 31. 

UYING of gasoline in 
B wholesale lots by the State 

Highway Commission for 
automobiles and trucks used in 
its construction and inspection 
work has reduced this item of 
cost, which is a mounting ex- 
pense factor for the private au- 
tomobile owner. 

Last week the commission or- 
dered a 10,000-gallon tank car 
of gasoline, which will cost the 
State approximately 12.4 cents 
a gallon, delivered in Jefferson 
City. The tank wagon price in’ 
Jefferson City at the time of 
the order was 19.2 cents a gal- 
lon. 

The difference in these prices 
represents a saving of 6.8 cents 
a gallon for the State.

Success may have made somebody over- 
confident. At any rate the two who were 
sent in May, 1916, to get the money that 
the bank had accumulated simce the last 
robbery, were mere sophomores—Owen WiI- 
liamsén, 19. years old, and Chaley Samples, 
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wen Smith and Len Woods, sentenced to 
25 and 10 years, respectively, for their raid on 
the Millerton bank in 1919. They, too, were 
Baldwin’s students and made very good marks 
as robbers, but bungled their getaway. Later 
Smith escaped and went back to Millerton to 
do the job over again. The cashier saw him 
coming and shot him dead. The Millerton 
bank was Baldwin’s favorite “practice ground” 
and furnished practical training for a dozen 
or more of his beginners.

mother was forced to struggle and earn the 
living for her family and also subjected to 
all manner of excitements, worries and cares 
incident to her economic situation at the very 
time she was bearing her children, it is al- 
most certain that the daughter was born with 
a hidden defect*in her mental and emotional 
makeup. Her conduct afterward bears out 
this theory perfectly. 

The fact that Cecelia Cooney’s father was 
convicted of alcoholism five years before her 
birth and is also known to have been a chronic 
drunkard, plus the fact that the gir!) bandit’s 
baby died at birth, furnishes another possibil- 
ity. The experiments of Dr. Stockard of Cor- 
nell with the effects of alcohol on ‘lesser 
mammals revealed a high infant mortality in 
the second and third generations. “It is thus 
very probable that the faults of the father also 
Lave a bearing. 

However, we must not overlook the cir- 
cumstance that while Cecelia Cooney was car- 
rying her baby she was running about hold 
ing up merchants, handling firearms .and 
dodging the police. She must have been in 
a state of great emotional excitement, her en- 
docrine system must have been violently up- 
set and she could, accordingly, not have 
brought a normal child into the world. Her 
baby was thus the victim of its mother’s mode 
of life plus the defects descended from the 
grandparents. 


An editorial in the New York World of 


May 8 stressed the fact that Cecelia Cooney - 


had come under the purview, in the course 
of her 20 years, of the courts, the church, the 
schools and the charities. All had tried to 
remedy her case and failed. Apparently, all 
these social agercies had done whatever was 
in their power without bringing about any 
good result. 

Such failures are not the exception but the 
tule and this fact constantly puzzles social 
philosophers of the usual order, who are at 
a loss for the explanation. The cause of these 
defeats is, however, quite clear. 

It is today tha general acceptance that 
training is the proper treatment for defective 
or retarded children. We seem to think that 
teaching will make them well. This is one 
of the great fundamental! errors of the day. 

There is just one way to handle defective 
children successfully. They must first be 
carefully studied, to determine the cause and 
kind of defects from which they may be suf- 
fering. This having been done, their troubles 
must then be corrected by treatment. Only 
after this fundamental work has been accom- 
plished will training be of any avail. It is, 
of course, to be understood that training is of 
great importance in its proper place and re- 
lation. 


| Environment Is Not Everything 


That training alone is futile may be seen 
from the most evident facts. Why, for in- 
stance, do children of the best families, reared 
ia the most favorable environment and trained 
with the greatest care, often become vicious 
criminals? Why, again, is there one crim- 
inal in a large family of good citizens? Doz- 
ens of such cases appear in the newspapers 
end before the courts every year in any large 
community. 

The truth is that environment, which might 
be corrected by such methods as are now in 
common advocacy, is a great factor in the lives

of defective or delinquent children, but it is 
not the whole thing or even the fundamental 
thing. Heredity plays its part, and secondary 
environment, such as may have affected the 
nervous and glandular health of the mother, 
an even more vital role. 

If a child has come into the world crossed, 
mentally deficient or defective, lacking either 
some of the vital parts of the central nervous 
gland systems or some of the all-important 
gland hormones which control human be- 
havior, it is a mistake, it is actually a crime, 
to neglect the medical treatment of sucn a 
sufferer, hoping to cure it by means of train- 
ing and discipline. 

These facts make clear the reasons why 
the present. system fails to save the Cecelia 
Cooneys and many thousands of other chil- 
dren, both like and unlike her. And these 
facts also bring us face to face with the prob- 
lem which America must meet within the next 
few years. 


Hospitals Instead of Prisons Needed 


‘Instead of spending untold millions on en- 
larging the prisons and adding to the present 
penal machinery, we must have in all the larg- 
er cities, and especially in New York, a great 
public institution where all kinds of faulty 
children and all kinds of mothers who have 
become disturbed by their environment or by 
bad heredity may be studied and detained for 
treatment. 

We must substitute hospitals for prisons 
wherever possible. We must learn to prevent, 
instead of persisting in the blind and savage 
method of punishment. 

The case of Cecelia Cooney makes the issue 
exceedingly clear. It cannot be said that we 
did not know about this girl, and therefore 
could not have prevented her crimes and her 
tragic destination. As a matter of fact, the 
situation out of which she was spawned was 
known to the courts five years before her 
birth, and social workers, teachers, ministers 
of the Gospel and charitable agencies were 
in touch with her from infancy on. It was 
not ignorance of her condition that con- 
demned her, but ignorance of the methods by 
which she would almost certainly have been 
saved. 

The fact is that criminals of the usual types 
almost always reveal themselves in early 
childhood. Even in my little clinic I find 
the youthful records again and again of one 


“mature criminal after another who has sprung 


into what seems sudden notoriety. In literal- 
ly hundreds of cases these offenders have been 
sent or brought to the clinic as children, ex- 
amined and prescribed for. 


But, one like’ the other, they have drifted 


out of our hands, refused to take the treat- 
ment, failed to return for later examinations, 
and thus strayed on into the morass from 
which théy might surely have been diverted 
had we any legal machinery for detaining 
them, forcing them to take treatment and ob- 
serving the progress of their recoveries. 

At the present time we have no law which 


now serving 10 to 20 years in prison as a result of her crimes, 
as a result of heredity, early environment and society’s fail- 
ure to take her in hand as a child and, by medical treatment, to save her from her tragic des- 


permits us to take such menacing children 
in hand and restrain them ‘until their troubles 
have been corrected. But, even if such a law 
were provided, we have no hospitals, no fa- 
cilities, no tools... Where would we keep 
them? How could we provide them with phy- 
s.cians, laboratory workers, nurses, mneeserges. 
examinations and the like? 

All this machinery must be provided. And 
it will be provided eventually. There will be 
no escaping the ultimate necessity. The State 
will sooner or later have to take this method 
cf saving itself from the ever-rising tide of 
defectives and criminals. 


Other Side of the Picture 


It is only fair to give the other side of the 
picture. True, we constantly discover that 
young men and women who have just heen 
caught at grave crimes were once examined 
in the clinic, found to be defective and placed 
on treatment, only to stray off and go to ruin. 
But to balance this, even with all present han- 
dicaps, we can record cases by the hundreds 
in which children who were already delin- 
quent, criminal or of criminal tendency have 
been arrested in their courses, successfully 
treated, and turffed back to the world as sound 
citizens. 
may be done. 

There need be no hesitancy in saying that 
Cecelia Cooney must have been just such a 
child, and that taken in time she could have 
been normalized and set right. Once treated 
for the défect she must have got from a giand- 
ularly disturbed mother, she could have been 
and should have been placed in a more favor- 
eble environment and trained to take her place 
in the world. 

She might readily have become a useful 
person, for she apparently is not mentally de- 
ficient, or, as we say, feeble-minded. She has 
sufficient intelligence, but her brain, nerves 
and glands do not work correctly. She is 
thus defective. 

It is not her fault and she is not ethically 
responsible for such acts as her defective 
faculties may call forth, whatever the legal 
holding in the case may be. We have her to 
punish as a criminal, t6 support in prison for 
at least 10 years, and then still to deal ‘with 
after ber release, because her mother was 
2 victfm of the present economic system. 

The day is very close at hand when we shall 
wake. up and find that we must protect our 
girls, the mothers of the race. This is, all 
things considered, the overshadowing prob- 
lem of the day. 

The few months through which women 
carry their children under their hearts are 
the crucial hours of the world’s history. They 
are more full of meaning to mankind than the 
crises of all the great battles or the heavy 
deliberations and eryil plottings of statesmen. 
Our race is not likely to perish on the bat- 
flefield, but it is in very grave danger of g0- 
ing down in the shambles where our women

The Brief but Violent Career of Cecelia Coo- 
ney as a BRandit. 


Cecelia Cooney, formerly a laundry work- 
er; first blazed into. publicity as the**bobbed- 
haired bandit” on Jan. 6, last, when she and 
her youthful husband held up the manager 


and five clerks in a Brooklyn grocery and 


escaped with $688. After that she held 
Brooklyn in a state of terror for three 
months, committing somewhere between 10 
and 20 robberies before she was finally cap- 
tured in Florida. Her’capture came just a 
few days after the birth of her baby, for 
, whose provision, the girl said, she and her 
husband had decided to launch into this orgy 
ef crime. Cooney had been employed as a 
welder at $30 a week. 

The husband, following where his wife led 
when the two went foraging for their unborn 
child, played a subordinate role in the rob- 
beries. His practice was to take care of the 
cash tegister while the girl took care of the 
talking and the gun play. Drug and grocery 
stores were their favorite marks and once

On May 3 Mr. Mallory, Capt. 
Noel, Mr. Odell, Mrs. Hazard and 
Mr. Irvine started for Camp No. 3, 
accompanied by 20 of these por- 
ters. On the following day Havil- 
dar Umar of the Sixth Gurkhas fol- 
lowed with 20 more porters. These 
two parties were to complete the 


| establishment of Camp No. 3, close 


under the glittering wall of the 
north col., with all the stores 
required for itself and the higher 


stocking Camp No. 4 on the north 
col itself, as soon as a snow and 
ice staircase to that point had been 
reconnoitered and constructed by 
Odell and Hazard. A reserve of 12 
porters, including some of. the 
toughest veterans of two years ago, 
was maintained for the moment at 
the base under Capt. Geoffrey 
Bruce, Dr. Somervell and Mr. 
Beetham. 

I left the base camp on May 6. 
It was a very clear, cold morning; 
after a night when the tempera- 
ture at the base camp fell to 10 
below zero. I arrived without in- 
cident at No. 2 camp on the mor- 
row, finding ‘Noel there. 

The same evening it began to vs 
clear that all was far from well. | 


2 camp had made two trips toward 
No. 3. but encountered such low 
temperatures, combined with head 
winds. that Mallory decided to es- 
tablish a dump for stores at 4 
point on the glacier about a mile 
short of the camp. 

But who are these weary, crip- 
pled men coming staggering and 
straggling through the glaciers into 
No. 2 between 4 and 6 p. m. from 
the direction of No. 3, looking for 
all the world like stragglers of the 
British army I saw blocking the 
roads south of Le Cateau on Aug. 
27, 1914? 

Confined to Tents Two Days. 

It appears they are porters of 
the first party frOm No. 3 camp. 
have made one “carry” to 
that camp, two days ago, and are 
now clean driven out by exposure 
and exhaustion, after spending 48 
hours virtually confined to their 
tents. with only the bare necessities 
in the shape of food and clothing 
—in other words—a blanket 
apiece, and only the local barléy 
meal to eat.

‘dumped on the glacier, a mile short 
of their camp:

ing bags are issued; the capacity 
| of No. 2 camp is doubled for the 
night, and some degree of com- 
fort is extended to the sufferers. 

On the morrow Mallory arrived 
at breakfast from No. 3 camp, and 
we held a council of war. Mal- 
lory’s story was short and sweet. 
Temperatures as much as 223 de- 
grees below zero, 10 degfees lower 
than anything met in 1922, coupled 
with a terrible wind and the fall- 
ure of the majority of the stores 
from No. 2 to reach No. 3 camp, 
explain the rout of the first par- 
ty. Mallory himself ordered the 
retreat and had practically to man- 
handle many of the men out of 
the tents on to their feet, so com- 
pletely had the hardships taken 
the heart out of them. Such weath- 
er conditions surely must be ex- 
ceptional, and it was decided to 
rest and recuperate the first party 
at No. 2 camp and next day to send 
the second party from No. 2 camp 
without loatis to the glacier dump, 
then to carry all essentials up to 
No. 3 camp, where they were to 
remain, changing places with the 
first party. 

The situation was explained to 
the men, and the second party went 
on their third trip in four days in 
good heart under Somervelt's es- 
cort. 


Geoffrey Bruce now arrived at 


No. 2 camp with the old guard, 
affording neither the first nor last 
instance in history when a com- 
mander blessed his reserve. 

The day Odell and Hazard at- 
tempted to reconnoiter a réute to 
the north col, but conditions were 
such as precluded their reaching 
more than haif way and making 
a dump of raped pickets. 

Next day Mallory, Geoffrey Bruce 
and I left for No. 3 with a con- 
voy very much more cheerful than 
the first party, and a reserve car- 
rying stores, partiy to the dump 
and partly through! to No. 3 camp.

MANY SUITS SETTLED: 


Two of Every Five Actions 
Filed Dismissed or Com- 
promised, Says Clerk Schmoll. 


Statistics comptled by Circuit 
Clerk John Schmoll and made 
public yesterday show that ap- 
proximately two of every five 
suits filed in the Circuit Court are 
either dismissed. without a trial or 
compromised by stipulation.

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months—How mankind benefits 
from destraction of vast quanti- 
ties of insect pests by the feath- 
ered “police of the air” :: :: 


HE so-called migratory birds, who 
travel south in late autumn and 
return to their usual! haunts in 
the spring, have a much more 
pressing reason for their an- 
Bual exodus than is generaily 
supposed. They make the long, 
hard journey, not for the sake of enjoying 
pleasant weather, but for food. 


This fact seems to be clearly proven by an 
interesting experiment which has been carried 
on im Dlinois during the last two years. On a 
tract of five or six acres near Chicago thou- 
sands of supposedly migratory birds have been 
induced to stay throughout the winter by pro- 
viding an ample food supply. 

It is true that many birds depart for more hos 
pitable climes while food is still available in the 
North. But instinct, based on thousands of years 
of experience, warns them that soon there will be 
less and less to eat. They fly from hunger, and pos- 
sibly starvation. 

The food which caused a large number of migra- 
tory birds to abandon their old, old custom and to 
winter near Chicago was suet, placed in food bores 
of special design. 

When the suet was put on the ground, or tied to 
the branches of trees, it was found that the larger 
birds, in a very human way, crowded out their 
smaller and weaker brethren, and took possession 
ef all the food.

More than that, it 
is predicted that they will be attracted in such num- 
bers as to multiply rapidly. And if left undisturbed 
for a few years, the increased number of the birds 
should mean much both to country people and to 
suburban dwellers. 


For birds that eat insects, and this includes the 
great majority, have been called “the police of the 
air.”’ ai 

Certain species of birds consume incredible quan- 
tities of mosquitoes and insects which spread disease 
among cattle. Examination of the stomach of a 
nighthawk, for example, revealed 590 mosquitoes. 
And the mosquito i8 something which mankind can 
spare very well indeed. 


Insects are more numerous than any other known 
form of life, say the U. S. Government experts. 
Caterpillars have been shown to eat twice their own 
weight in leaves, daily. ,It should be remembered 
that vegetable feeders of the caterpillar species, dur- 
ing their 30-day progress to maturity, increase in 
size no less than 10,000 times. 

Birds often are accused of eating this or that 
product of man’s cultivation, when an examination 
of their stomachs shows the charge to be unfounded. 
Within certain limits, birds eat the kind of food that 
is most accessible, especially when their natural 
food is scarce or quite lacking. Thus they some- 
times injure the crops of a farmer who has uninten- 
tionally destroyed the birds’ natural food by drain- 
ing a swamp or putting a pasture under the plow. 

Most of the damage wrought by birds, of which 
farmers complain, arises from this cause. The ber- 
ry-bearing shrubs and the seed-bearing weeds are 
cleared away. The birds have no recourse but to

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Otis Skinner sees a lot of fan along with 
the tragedies of an actor's life—He 
tells amusing anecdotes of many 
noted Thespians whose names are 
familiar, showing them to be very 
haman persons—Edwin Booth ap- 
pears in this autobiography in both 
tragic and comic situations, and 
Modjeska saffers from the wit of 
Maurice Barrymore s: : 


OME day I want to write a hospital 
comedy,” says Otis Skinner. toward the 
end of his big book called “Footlights 
and Spotlights.” fresh from the Bobbs- 
Merrill press at Indianapolis. it was 
at Indianapolis that Mr. Skinner under- 
went the experience which convinced 
him that, after all, there is a comic side to a hos 
pital. A serious operation seems to have been fol- 
lowed by a light and airy convalescence. Skinner's 
whole autobiographic effort is shot through with 
comic situations; he appears to fiave refused to take 
life too seriously, which probably accounts for the 
fact that he is a successful actor. There is tragedy 
in his tome, too, as there is in real life:but_ for 
the most part it is a processioneof rattling good 
stories about stage folk. 

Before leaving Indianapolis we may as well enjoy 
the Skinner story abont the late James Whitcomb 
Riley. When the actor was convalescent the Hoosier 
poet called at the hospital every day and took him 
eut for a limousine ride. On ome of these rides 
Skinner mentioned Walt Whitman. 

“It was as a red rag to a bull Riley loathed 
Whitman's verse. I was describing Whitman's ap- 
pearance when, as a youngster. I had seen the pic- 
turesque old poet on the Camden ferryv—gay in 
attire. his collar open at the throat.

AN is about to explore a new region 
—one of vast extent. Doubtless, in- 
formation of the greatest importance 
ean be obtained there. Man never 
has penetrated far into this vast area 
and perhaps he never will. But 
now an attempt tq increase our 
knowledge of it by other means is afoot. 

And the progress of science during recent years 
has been so bewilderingly swift, the achievements 
$0 amazing, that one hesitates even to guess at the 
final outcome of the latest undertaking. 

This region which a Massachusetts scientist. has 
set out to reconnoiter is the upper portion of earth's 
atmosphere. According to common belief, the blan- 
ket of air which envelopes the earth and keeps it 
warm on the swing through chilly space is about 200 
miles in depth. 

Another opinion, with some evidence to bolster 
it up. sets 100 miles as the probable outermost 
limit of our atmosphere, even counting the farthest 
‘and most rarified strata. ‘ This view is based on the 
behavior of meteors, or “shooting stars,” which fre- 
quently dash into earth’s atmosphere at a speed of 
20 miles a second. Meteors have been reported which 
encountered enough atmospheric resistance to heat 
them to the burning point, at an apparent altitude 
of 100 miles. 

But aside from questions as to the extent and 
composition of earth’s atmosphere, there is very 
practical knowledge to be gained about what is 
going on in the upper spaces. Weather changes 
seem to begin at least six miles above earth’s sur- 
face, and the chanees are that the weather labora- 
tory occupies still airier mansions than that. At 
present, nothing is known about the atmosphere, 
above the 23-mile altitude. 

Of course, there have been surmises, deductions 
and theories. But considering that by far the great- 
er portion of the atmosphere remains today quite 
unexplored. there is no exaggeration in calling it a 
mystery which encircles the whole globe. 

The man who will attempt to pierce the mystery, 

\ by actual contact with hitherto unvisited regions, is 
Prof. Robert H. Goddard, head of the department of 
physics at Clark University, Worcester, Mass. He 
will use a skyrocket of his own design. The rocket 
embodies certain features which Prof. Goddard de- 
clines to make public, and is planned to go on such 
a journey as no skyrocket ever made before. 


Prof. Goddard’s name has figured in some sensa- 
tional published accounts of plans to shoot a rocket 
even as far as the moon. But evidently he is a man 
to be taken seriously. Anyway, the conservative 
old Smithsonian Institution at Washington once 
made him a grant of $5000 to help with experi- 
ments, and the National Geographic Society also has 
been interested in his work. 

If he can send a rocket up 10@ miles. can he send 
it 300 miles? Can he send it still farther, possibly 
to a point where earth’s gravitational pull will be 
overcome by the pull ef the moon? Is the dream of 
at least one-way communication between earth and 
moon entirely chimerical? One of Jules Verne’s 
most extravagant romances, “A Trip to the Moon,” 
is Based on just this idea. 

The skyrocket which Prof. Goddard plans to send 
aloft at Worcester, next August, has a much more 
modest destination than the moon. It will rise only 
a “reasonable” distance, in Prof. Goddard's expres- 
sion—possibly a beggarly 100 miles or so. 

It will be dispatched for exploring purposes. 
Equipped with various automatic and recording de- 
vices, the rocket as it falls to earth again will bring 
back samples of air from those unknown upper 
spaces, also data as to temperature, barometric pres- 
sure, wind direction and velocity, moisture, sun radi- 
ation and other conditions encountered by the rocket 
at different stages in its flight. 

Such. at least, is the hope that drives Prof. God- 
dard on through difficulties which have hindered 
his researches of almost 20 years. Not the least 
of these difficulties has been the need of money for 
experiments. Success with the exploring rocket in 
August is certain to bring the inventor support for 
more ambitious projects along the same line. 

Additional knowledge of earth's atmosphere 
under the heads just mentioned, will be of intense 
interest to meteorologists, astronomers and scientists 
im general. Part of the facts probably will be of the 
kind that go into ponderous reports, to gather dust 
upon’ the shelves of scientific libraries.

For anesthetic, ether was generally 
used. Great care Was necessary. Given 
too much ether, the imsects did not 
to after the operation, and not 
given enough, they continued to make 
involuntary motions and hinder the 
Sometimes eren under the 
maximum amount of ether involuptary 
motions were continued. 

In his own language, Dr. Finkler pro- 
ceeds as follows: 

“I seize the head loosely first with 
the scissors at the thorax and raise it 
gentiy out of the thorax pan. Then the 
scissors is applied so that the head can 
be severed with one stroke and without 
leaving a stump on the head. The ser- 
ered head is best left on the scissors 
while a similar operation is performed 
on another bug. Then the head of the 
first bug is placed in a normal position 
in the thorax pan of the second bug, and 
vice versa. 

“A little bleeding does ne harm. On 
the contrary, it serves to glue the head 
on after coagulation and furthermore 
to prevent the drying out of the wound 
during the time of healing.” 

This operation sounds both crude and 
simple. But there is much between the 
lines. It is extremely important to set 
the head exactly right. so that the cor- 
respending tissues can find each other 
and grow together. But the real diffi- 
culty lies im the eare of the conva- 
lescent For a long time Dr. Finkler 
had nothing but failures. There was no 
catgut and no casts and bugs have six 
legs. All six legs began to kick when 
the bug came out from ander the ether. 
énod it was only a question of a short 
time until all the patients had kicked 
their heads off. 

There were other factors, too, that 
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undid the doctor’s work. In air of or- 
dinary humidity, the wound generally 
dried out and could therefore not heal, 
and the bug would die. So Dr. Finkler 
devised a cage lined with damp filter 
paper, the ends, of which, extending 
Gutside of the cages, dipped in water, 
which enabled them to remain con- 
stantly moist. 

But tbe trouble with this was that 
the bugs crawled around and got water 
cn their wounds. which killed them in 
10 minutes, for they were already in a 


weakened condition after the operation. 
Water on a wound was always fatal, as 
Was a dry wound. 

Finally he thought of a way whereby 
each individyal bug was put into a tiny 
glass casket that just fitted him, and 
set it upright. so that only his head 
stuck out. He could not move his feet 
so as to push off his head, and could not 
crawl around the cage and get water on 
his wound. The cages were kept damp 
by means of the wet filter that continued 
to suck water as fast as it dried, and 
with no harm to the patient. With 
these innovations, he successfully 
brought through larger and  Ilarger 
numbers of patients, so that he soon had 
enough “material” to observe the effect 
of the operation over and over and 
make sure the results were uniform and 
not accidents. 

It took about two weeks for the con- 
valescence. The hospital bulletins 
looked something like this: 

July 2.—Head operations performed 
between five pairs of water bugs (Hy- 
drophilus piceus) and head cut off of 
one as a control. All animals deprived 
of food for three days before. 

July 3.—The movements of all ani- 
mals have definitely lessened. The heads 
for the most part are motionless. React 
only after some strong irritation. 

July 4.—Transplanted animals un- 
changed. Severed head of control ani- 
mal dead. 

July 5.—The head! 
men dead. 

July 8.—The feelers of the trans- 
planted heads react to slight irritation. 
Irritation of the body does not yet show 
a reaction in the head. Also not the 
reverse. 
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July 9.—Three specimens died from 
unknown causes. 

July 11.—With strong irritation on 
the body, faint co-ordinate motions are 
noted. 

July 12.—Bugs are allowed freedom 
of the cages. 

July 13.—Two insects with trans- 
planted heads died today, those remain- 
ing show strong mouth movements and 
also some co-ordinated movements of 
their legs. 

July 14.—Placed in water. All can 
swim well, but in spite of that they do 
not dive deeply under the water and 
cannot be forced to. 

July 19.—Almost all of them swim 
in the deep water, swimming -and 
crawling both practically normal. 

Until July 24.—The insects are fully 
accustomed to the water. They were 
fed with algae, which shows that the 
esophagus is completely joined and has 
resumed normal function. 

After this period no difference could 
be noted between the bugs that had had 
the operation performed and those that 
had not. Subsequent microscopic ex- 
amination revealed a complete healing 
of all tissues. 

As was previously stated, Dr. Finkler 
tried these experiments later with the 
purpose of changing color and sex. He 
changed the bug, Dyticus marginalis, 
which has a golden yellow stripe about 
its neck, into one that was a dead black, 
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by grafting the head of the bug Hydro- 
philus piceus, which is all black. He 


changed the color of green, brown and 
black grasshoppers by grafting heads 
from one to another. And like a magi- 
cian, he changed the colors of a whole 
host of butterflies. The color changes 
are not immediate, but are slow and 
gradual, and do not reach completion 
until convalescence has long been over. 

The same was true of sex. The change 
was not immediate, and in many cases 
it was not complete. This was especial- 
ly true in cases where female heads 
were set on male bodies. The creature 
became neither male nor female. In the 


cases, however, where male heads were 
put on female bodies the effect was defi- 
nite and complete, the creatures there 
after becoming males.

really was a “Prince” Lwoff in Russia, 
but the “Prince” was a very generous 
translation of his title.

It 
was handed from one gorgeously liver- 
ied functionary to another until it 
reached the Princess herself. 


“Why, that is nothing at all,” ex- 
claimed the Princess. ‘Surely there 
must be money. There always has been 
money. It will certainly be settled in 
a day or two.”’ 

But the bill for $12,500 was never 
settled. A few days later the doors of 
her crystal and silver rooms were 
sealed and the Princess departed in con- 
sternation. When she rose out of ob- 
scurity again, she was found to be liv- 
ing 1n a state of shorn glory—the state 
consisting of a parlor, bedroom and 
bath at $20 a day. Gone was the head 
chamberlain in his red plush coat; gone 
were the gayly uniformed chasseurs; 
gone. too, were the pet crocodile that 
lived in a bathtub and the lion cub that 
was christened so ostentatiously ir 
champagne. Though the Princess stili 
had many of her treasures, the glamour 
of their setting had departed and they 
stood in the light of common day. 


It was shortly after this that Princess 
Lwoff-Parlaghy ceased painting merely 
for the joy of portraying virile Amer- 
icans Price tags began to attach 
themselves to her work; price tags that 
always contained at least four ciphers.

Antoinette lay the Princess Lwoff- 
Parlaghy, surrounded by the tapestries 
and Gothic carvings that remained to 
her out of her treasures. Near her 
stood the portrait of Edwin Markham, 
painted in the last year of her life, dur- 
ing weeks when she was so ill that a 
friend held her up as she worked. Out 
of all her staff there remained only the 
old Hungarian woman and the faithfn. 
attache. How they lived during the'r 
years of obscurity would make a prob- 
lem of higher mathematics. In that 
house of rare treasures there was not 
one cent left for food or medicine. 


So the fairy-tale Princess died with- 
out ever knowing the final indignity 
that waited outside the door. Weeping, 
the old Hungarian woman dressed her 
in long court robes of silver and blue 
and placed a curiously wrought coronet 
in her hair. Across her breast lay the 
faded ribbon of the Order of Sava, be- 
stowed years ago by the Serbian Kinz 
who loved her wistfully until the ead 
of his life. 


The funeral cortege that left the 
house on Thirty-ninth street was bare- 
ly half as large as the retinue of serv- 
ants that followed the  bright-haired 
lady of mystery on her first appearance 
in America. 

So came and passed the Princess 
Lwoff-Parlaghy. From the unknown to 
the unknown she went—a figure of 
pageantry, mysterious and strangely 
appealing, crossing the woof of prosaic 
existence with a magic warp of ruv- 
mance, The enigma of her fortune and 
her antecedents are buried with her in 
an undistinguished grave, along with a 
curiously wrought coronet and the rib- 
bon of the Holy Order of Sava. 


ISLANDS AND THEIR MYSTERIES 


SLANDS usually are far from being 

the stationary, solid things we con- 

sider them. There are few which 

are not constantly rising above or 
sinking below the sea, though so gradu- 
ally that we may not be able to detect 
the movements. The swellings and sub- 
sidences of the earth’s crust, an earth- 
quake far below the sea, or a volcano— 
any of these might produce such 
changes. 

A few years ago a good-sized island 
appeared off the coast of Trinidad. It 
was apparently stable. The authorities 
took possession of it as a dependency of 
Trinidad and set up the British flag. 
But a few days later this new acquisi- 
tion to the empire disappeared as sud- 
denly as it had appeared, and ships now 
rail over the spot. 

A large isiand once came into exist- 
ence off the Alaskan coast. The land 
was so hot that sea birds alighting on it 
had their feet burned! It disappeared 
a short time later. Even the British 
Isles are subject to change, but holiday 
makers need not be afraid that Britajn 
will sink under the sea and so spoil their 
holiday! 

One of the most remarkable sights in 
the world is that on the Island of Nevis, 
whose chief town, Charlestown, sud- 
denly sank beneath the sea. Today, in 
clear weather, one may row above the 
town and, looking through the water, 
trace the outlines of the streets of the 
submerged city. 

A more tragic fate befell Krakatoa, a 
volcanic island in the Indian Ocean, 
which, with its inhabitants, was blown 
to atoms. - 

In many places one finds evidence 
that even mountainous islands were at 
ope time far beneath the sea. In the 


a 


West Indies especially sea shells and 
fossils are to be found on mountains 
many thousands of feet above sea level. 
Moreover, on many of these islands we 
may find great reefs of coral high up 
on the mountains, with hundreds of feet 
of lava and tufa below them, and below 
this again more coral reefs, more lava, 
and still more coral, all of which proves 
that these islands have risen and fallen 
thousands of feet over and over again— 
veritably like jumping jacks. 

Perhaps the strangest of all islands 
are those that float. They are confined 
to lakes and rivers. and are mainly 
fornd in‘trepical countries. A floating 
island usually starts with a dead tree, 
a floating log or a mass of leaves, and 
upon this foundation seeds are dropped 
by birds. Other seeds, drifting about, 
find lodgment upon it, and with the 
marvelous rapidity and virility of trop- 
ical plants, they sprout and grow until: 
a floating island is formed. 

In “Islands and Their Mysteries’ 
(Melrose) Mr. A. Hyatt Verrill de- 
scribes a peculiar island in the Bahamas. 
This is Turks Island, from which the 
world gets a large quantity of its salt. 
The spot is almost barren, and the only 
shrubbery and flowers grow in specially 
imported soil. One crushes the salt 
under foot in the streets, and even the 
dust tastes of it. The island produces 
millions of bushels of salt annually. 

Other interesting islands are the Pear]! 
Islands in the Bay of Panama. Pearis 
are so plentiful that when the island 
was first discovered the natives were 
using them as decorations for their 
canoes. The native pearl fishers are 
expert in diving for pearl oysters and 
can remain under water for two or three 
minutes at a time. :

brought forcibly to my mind, and that 
was the fact that the atmosphere was 
extremely bright and light. 

“Instead of being a dark blue, as is 
the case at the ground, the sky was very 
light in color, with but a slight biue 
tinge. There is far more sunlight and 
it is far brighter at this altitude than 
closer to the ground.” 

The actual calibrated altitude of this 
unofficial flight, as indicated in the 
barograph charts, was 40,800 feet. 

So there is what an eyewitness saw at 
a height of barely seven and three-quar- 
ter miles above sez 'evel—a tiny ex- 
cursion into earth's «eavelope of atmos- 
phere, even though the latter be but 
100 miles in depth. Lieut. Macready 
expressed the opinion that still higher 
flights depended not so much on en- 
the physical 
limitations of the pilots. It would ap- 
pear that they cannot endure much 
more in the way of hardships. 


But a rocket can pass scatheless 
through conditions unendurable by a 
human being. And for it to attain the 
“reasonable” height of 100 miles should 
be easy, according to Prof. Goddard. 
He may still be nursing the idea of one 
day shooting a skyrocket at the moon. 
After this scheme was published in the 
newspapers four years ago he received 
applications from nine men in different 
parts of the country who wanted to 
make the trip. They probably weren’t 
scientists, nor men with dependent fam!- 
lies, but they certainly had sporting 
blood. Just at present Prof. Goddard 
is concentrating his attention on the 
proposed voyage of his “exploring” 
rocket next August. 

“The nature of the higher levels of 
the air has for a long time been a sub- 
ject of much speculation,” stated a pub- 
lication of the Smithsonian Institution 
which several years ago described Prof. 
Goddard's proposed sky-rocket method 
of getting new information. 


“The highest level that has ever been 
reached with recording instruments is 
about 19 miles, accomplished with a 
free balloon. As the earth’s atmos- 
phere extends some 200 miles, there is 
a great unknown region. The balloon, 
with its recording apparatus, requires 
several hours to ascend, drifts horizon- 
tally for a considerable time, and may 
come down at a great distance from its 
starting point. Thus it may be weeks 
before the record taken is available. 
The new rocket apparatus would £46 
straicht up and come straight down, the 
whole operation probably consuming 
less than half an hour. 


“The time of ascent of the rocket wil) 
be very short, only six and one-half min- 
utes being required to carry it up 230 
miles, somewhere near the outer limit of 
the earth's atmosphere. The too-rapid 
descent of the recording instruments 
eould easily be checked by the use o; 
a small parachute.”’

The original. idea of attempting to 
send a sky rocket to the moon called | 
forth several protests from scientific | 
men, Of which perhaps the weightiest | 
was that of Dr. Clarence Barton, Uni-| 
versity of Pennsylvania. 
from the question whether a rocket | 
could possibly be sent that far, 1» ob- 
jected that very marvelcus marksman- 
ship wauld be required to avoid missing 
even such a big target as the moon. 
Said Dr. Barton: 

“The distance of the moon when it is 
closest to the earth is 221,600 miles. 
At a distance of 199,500 miles from the 
earth in the direction of the moon is the 
point at which the attraction of the 
earth and that of the moon are equal. 
A body nearer than that would fall to 
the earth. One farther away would fall 
to the moon. 


“If we could shoot a body to thts 
point it would reach the moon’s attrac- 
tion. The body must be shot from the 
earth with a velocity of 36,309 feet, or 
6.88 miles, per second. This neglects 
the resistance to the flight caused by 
the earth’s atmosphere. The amount 
of this resistance is uncertain. 

“The flight would take 8% hours 5 
minutes. To fail from that xr vint to the 
moon would take an additional 29 hours 
12 minutes; or 4 days 21 hours in all. 

“Even assuming that we could pro- 
duce the necessary velocity, it would 
be a very difficult matter to shoot a 
body at the moon and hit it. The moon 
is a moving target. It moves over a 
space a little more than its diameter in 
an hour, and the earth is rotating and 
both are moving about the sun. Te 
necessary direction and velocity for the 
shot can be computed. But the varia- 
tion from the correct value must be 
siight.”
